TROUBLE AT LANCASTER. 


Attempt te Sheot BS. i. Wicke—Ma- 
Mistatemenita Corrected. 
Yesterday's Herald contained an ac- 
count of the attempted shooting of M. 
L. Wicks, at Lancaster, jast Monday, 
by a man by the name of Mitchell. 
The report was written in a sensational 
manuer and evidently in a malicious 
spirit, the design being to injure Mr. 
Wicks. Ino brief, it stated that a man 
by the name of Mitcbell claimed Wicks 
owed him $500, and that the latter was 
trying to defraud him of it; recently, 
while Wicks was at Lancaster, Mitchell 
drew a Winchester rifle on him, and 
the report goes on to allege that Mr. 
Wicks bebaved in a cowardly manner. 
It closes: with the insinnation that 
he had, after the altempted shooting 
tried to compromise with Mitchell, and 
warns him that he had better send a 
substitute next time he wants to go to 
Lancaster, ‘‘as the assailant is a very 
determined man.’ A Timms reporter 
met Mr. Wicks yesterday and that gen- 
tleman, by request, gave the following | 
version of the affair: 

About a year ago he employed a man 
by the name of ©. T. Mitchell, who has 
other aliases, to do some work on Little 
Rock Creek ditch. Daring his services
